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THE ANUIENT CITY.

The governing spirit of Gresk and Homan
woclely was pagan refigion, and ita organiza-
tlon was not fundal, bat patriarohal and sncer-
dotal. Every public and private act of life
was, more striolly even than with the Hindoo
of present day, also an sct of religions
worship. Boololy waqg & vonfedgration of
hmh‘“ﬂl family bnihg noder the abso-
hate jarisdiction of a patriarch, or pater, who
waa both king aud priest in his own family.
Bvery family had its own geds, its own
i manes (1 heor pﬁ.‘!’uru-ill' mm'hu-l), the sonls
and tombs of {is own ancsstors, ita own
hearth-worship—almost everything balong-
g to the family was protected by religions
sanotity. The honse was a temple, its hearth
was saored; the threshold was sacred, the walls
were paored, the very boundary-stones wers
saored, and in later dimes became divinities.
Bvery meal was partaken of as a saored rite;
marriage was a gacred rite, which required for
selobration mo holier place of worahip thso
the honsa ftgelf, and no frimllﬁ of greatsr
panctity than the fathers of each homwhoid_.
Haoh family, however, was divided into two
sasten—the patriviaus, the eupalrides, and the
elients (the %hetes), formed of the degcandants
of the domestios sud slaves of the family. In
Athens the olient coste disappeared under the
Jeginlation of Solop; bnt at Kome, as is well
ko wn, they remaiced np to a later pariod,
The multiplication of families in the conrge of
generations pro Inced the gens (gencs), each
member of which worshipped the same com
mon apceator of the gens, Hemce it was that

females who married ont of one gens
into another mo longer formed a portion
of the former, and nelther she nor her

descendants counld ivheril from her ewn Ances-
tral family —pince she was joitisted into
suother family worship, the preservation of
whioch was the chiel care of piimitive legisia-

tiop, and it was invonceivable that any one |

sonld inherit from a ¢ene who was not bonnd
to malptain ite family worship, The gens
might thos in the coorse of ages comprise
many theusands of individuais, not yet suili-
elent to form a Htate. When, however, the
notion of forming a State waa {rst concaivad,
there was au imwmenge obstacle, How conld
families form any union who worshipped
a8 ohlef deity of their rece different diviai-
giea ? for the very presence of & slranger
was a profanation of the honsehold hearibh—
of [the hounsehold geods. The dificulty
was avolded by the vhoice of a divinity who
eould be worshipped alike by all the families
ing in a confedsration, with a fresh set of
rites not interfering with, but in addition to,
the domestio rites of the household divinities,
This confedoration was the curie or phratria,
and its religions worahip was modelled pre-
aisaly after the fashion of the old domestic re-
Wglon, The cura or plratiia, brotherhood
(Baugerit, brithar, frater), Lad its protecting
delty, and the ohief religivns rite was that of
eating & meal prepared in common on iue
altar of the god. The confederations of the
phratria were further similarly confederated
anew in the tribe. That which had besn
done for the tribe conld be done by further
oonfederation to form a city: and a uew deity
eounld be gelected for the city, aud rites insti-
tuted in whick al! the tribes might join.

Romulas, with
his head veiled and insarosrdotal costame, |
ehanting = prayer, traced tho limits of the |
oty with a plough, and thiz farrow was
sacred, jnst s the walls of a house weare
sacred.

Of the tyranny of religion in a Blate thnos
religionsly constituted, it is diffioult, very dif-
ficult, now, to form any adequate conception.
Men reliid fittle on the good nature of their
gods, who wers envious of human happiness
(phthenov) snd very irritable, aod F.Ol"k evary
opportunity of catohing their worshippers trip-

| vares of men were devoled to keaping their
.} gods in good humor, paces decrun quarere—and
| the diversity of rituals of the dillerunt ways
| of performing sacrifive to these innnmerable

divinities were a8 numerona a3 the divinities
themselveg. Evary gesture of the priest,
every portion of his costume, must be adapted
to rule and precedent. In praying to ous god
the hiead wust be velled; in prayiog to another
it was to be nnoovered; for a third the lap of
the toga was to be drawn over the shonldar.
| Some prayers Lad no validity unless the priest
| spun around from luit to right after repaating
| themw. The kind of the victim, its color, the
manner of killing it, the form of the knife, the
kind of wood employed in the Ore for saorifive,
8l were to be ditferent for each god and for
each sacrifioe, The consuls and the diotators
of Rome were obliged to know all theas nice
distinctions, and were degraded by the Senate
if it was discovered that s mistake was made
I by them in any facrifice. Sach was the per-
| petual state of terror about giving olense to
their gods which pervaded the ancient city.

Since, then, no man worshipped auy other
gods than thoge of biid city—since outside the
walls of his city be was s mewmber of no so-
ciety, admitted to no religions rites, prote tad
by no laws, incapabls of possessing soy pro-
perty withont ancestors, compelled to live as
the plebeianus were said to live, more ferarin—
it i not surprising that patrioliem wae 80
energetic a asntiment with Greek aud Roman,
and death itself was regarded as praferable {4
exile or loss of country, by which he was de
prived of every righ!, both human and divins,
and an excomumuniosted avcursed belog, like
& parial Or & cagol.

The word “‘tyrant,” whick has cometo havs
such &n ill-owened sound, was used simply at
tirst Lo desiguate a political chief who waa nol
& priest; for the advent of the tyrant denoted
the coxgception of & mew political idea—the
submiseion of mau to man, apart from a reli-

ious organization, This new idea sprang up
in the mind of the democracy of every city.
After the arigtooracy had guccasded inabolish-
ing political royaity, the peoply everywhare
eovght for a political chief tc make head
against their oppouments and oppressors.
And everywhers, nlsg, the ipcrease ol
the peliticnl power of the plebs went
on simultapeonsly witk the disintegra-
tion of the old grcerdotal form of somsety,
till their final conguest of political rights trans-
formned eutirely the charavter of the auolent
city. Everywhere the couria of ravolution
wag the same—abolition of royalty, govsro-
ment by the aristocracy, disintegration of the
gens, enfrapchisement of clients, adwission of
the plebs into ths & TuLe very fact of the

Nonrorw, Priday, Feb. 12. <A onse haa jnat
been eovpnmmated here whioh, in these days
of magyilicent crimes, wonld be deomed nn-
worthy of potice in comwparieon, but for seve-
ral polnta of futerest in the manner in which
it was Yworked up.” Briefly, the case is as
follows:—At &n early hour on the morning of
the 318t of December last, Kdward H. Kiog,
agent of the Virginia Express Co., while on hia
way to the depot of the Norfolk and Petersbarg
Railroad, just aa he was [anelng the month of
King's lane, was knooked down and robbed of
a sum of npward of §10,000. The money had
been drawn from the Kxchange Bank the day
previous, on a check drawn by H. V. Tomp-
kins in favor of Edward H. Kiug,

Soon after this oconrrence, and while Mr.
Kipg was yet in bed saflering from the severe
blows Le bad received from his assailanta, 1t
came to be gnepeoted that no robbery hiad been
gommitted, and that the whole alfair was
merely a ruge to enable King to keep possea-
plon of the money alleged to have been taken
from him. Accordingly ths mattsr was
bauded over to onr police, who were sup-
posed to e hard at work upon [t until the
putience of the president of the com-
pany was exhansied. Application was then
pnde 10 Pinkerton’s National Police Agency,
in your eity, and about the hegionlog of thia
month Mr., H. E. Thayer, Superintsndsnt of
the Philadelphia brauch of that establishment,
arrived here, and was operatiog npon the case
before spy perion but Mr. Tumpkins waa
aware of his presence in town. He waa not
lovg in fastening suspicion of the orime npon
Kivg, snd caused his arrest, as also that of
gome other persons with whom the mooey
had been divided.

Kiog had go involved himself that it bacame
pecessary for him Lo seal certain months, and
this conid only be done with money. A man
pamed Foits was in the secret, and with him
two women, one the favorite of King and ths
other bis own. While Mr. Thayer was at work,
Mollis Johneon, one of the women alluded to,
luft for Baltimore, but be telegraphed to another
of Piukerton's men in Ubiladelphia to start for
Baltimore, capture Mollis on her arrival, and
briog her hither. Accordiogly Mollie arrived
here before ghe had besn long away. In her
pozseesion was fonund §1500 of 1he gtolen fands,
This amonnt she got from Poits, he having
received from King $2000, Maude, anothsr
of the party, who had received 450 to seal her
lipe, was robbed in jail by & negro, at least so
it was alleged. Tnis brounght three of our
officere '‘to the manor born’’ into reqnisition,
They made the negro disgorge, and for their
trouble kept §110 of the $220 which they re-
covered from him. King was very desirous
of settling the matler, and he is mot without
friends who are willing enough to reatore the
whols amonnt, providing he can La set free,
bat Mr. Thayer declined to entertiin any pro-
position of that kind, ,

King avd Potts, fealing that they were
pressed o bard by the detectives that escape
was impiobable, broks down and told the
story, tut not until the disposition of every
cent of the money had been acconnted for,
and the eviderce of Kiog's guilt so conclusive
that conviotion Was & Decessary consequence.
Mr. Thayer's deductions are a3 follows: —
King retained for him-«11 §5000; gava to Potts,
$2600; to lawyers, §1200; Mands, §450; King's
father, $500; Mr. Brown, §250; board, §200;
spent for whisky, $106€-13; sotal, §10,106-13.
Of this smonnt the whisky money, $30 the
pegro spent for clothing, §110 in the hands
of the detectives, and §l200 in the Lauds
